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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in - 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 - 3, 6 - 9, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. patent 6,839,542 to Sibecas et al in view of U.S. patent 6,553,218 to Bosejes. 

With regard to claim 1, Sibecas teaches the use of a duration determination unit for 
determining if a message is received in a valid time duration. See col 16 line 53. Sibecas also 
teaches "direct terminal to terminal communication" (col 3 lines 58+) wherein when a message is 
received by a receiver, its data is processed by the receiver in order to receive the information. 
While it is known that the processing occurs according to "predetermined" processing steps in 
the receiver phones microchip, it is noted that Sibecas et al does not explicitly teach this fact. 
This fact is, however, taught in Bosejes in col 8 lines 60+, wherein it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have provided Sibecas et al with a 
preprogrammed means for processing the data in the end phone units chip in light of the 
teachings of Bosejes in order to allow the data to be processed efficiently and correctly. 

With regard to claim 2 (zones) see col 16 and 17. 

With regard to claim 3, see col 1 1 lines 5+ (GPS). 

With regard to claim 6, see the rejection of claim 1 and also col 1 1 lines 5+. 
With regard to claim 7, note the use of GPS. 
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With regard to claims 8-9 and 15, see the rejection of claim 1 . 

3. Claims 5, 10 - 14, 16 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. patent 6,839,542 to Sibecas et al in view of U.S. patent 6,553,218 to Bosejes as applied 
above and further in view of U.S. patent 6,292,743 to Pu et al. 

Sibecas et al/Bosejes teach the invention as described above but do not teach the use of a 
navigational device including street intersections. This is taught in Pu et al. See system 102 in 
figure 1 and note the use of street intersections in figures 10A and 10B. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have provided Sibecas et 
al/Bosejes with a navigational device in light of the teachings of Pu et al in order to allow a 
vehicle to properly process the transferred data. 

4. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten to include the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
